Meteor ’fireball’ spotted in night sky across UK 

(Guardian Sunday 4 March 2012) 

Police were inundated with calls as 'orange glow' is sighted by people from northern Scotland to 

Devon

A meteor seen in the night sky on Saturday night (3 March 2012) across the country, prompted dozens 
of calls to police from people who feared an aircraft was in trouble. 

Police forces across the UK have received numerous calls after a large fireball, thought to be a meteor, 
was spotted in the sky. Reports of a "bright light" and an "orange glow" were received by police across 
Scotland and the north of England at around 9.40pm on Saturday 3rd March. 

The Met Office tweeted : "Hi all, for anyone seeing something in the night sky, we believe it was a 
meteorite." The Kielder Observatory also reported the sighting of a "huge fireball" travelling from north 
to south over Northumberland at 9.41pm. 

The observatory posted on Twitter : "Of 30 years observing the sky fireball best thing I have ever seen 
period." 

Dr David Whitehouse, an author and astronomer, said: "Judging by its brightness, it may have been 
large enough to survive and hit the ground but until people work out its trajectory we won't have any 
idea where it might have come down." Whitehouse said the object was about the size of a fist and was 
probably the debris of a planet that never properly formed. "It's a chunk of rock that's probably come 
from somewhere between Mars and Jupiter has been in space for thousands of millions of years.”

Crick the discoverer of DNA won the Nobel Prize for ph ysiolo; 
showed that each strand of the DNA molecule was a 
template for the other.

FROM THE AMANZIMTOTI AREA NEAR DURBAN 

Name: Monica Sighting Location: South Africa. 

Sighting Time & Date: 23rd December 2011 

Sighting Details: I was on holiday in Amanzimtoti over Christmas with my mom and dad and while out 
on an evening stroll on the 23rd at 20:05 we saw an orange light in the sky over the sea - too high for a 
helicopter and too low for an airplane - and it didn’t make a sound. 


As it disappeared into the partly cloudy sky, it was followed by 4 more orange lights (at equal distances 
and moving at a “slowish” speed) with a green light flashing at the top - and 2 head lights - again no 
sound from any of them. 

I only had a cell phone with me and I tried to photograph one - but it came out blank until I enlarged the 
pic ... !! In the centre of the screen is a skull-like image in a black frame -1 know that these enlarge¬ 
ments can affect the pixels etc but this is really weird -1 will try to send to you as soon as I figure out 
how to download it! 


The fourth one made a sudden 90 degree turn, changed into a bright emerald green and sped off at a 
phenomenal speed. It was not possible to identity the shape oi these “things” as this was hidden by the 
orange glow - the lights were not those of a conventional aircraft - and the silence 

On the 31st at 23:501 was at my sister’s home in Edenvale (Jhb) and we (approx 20 of us) saw the same 
formation of 5 lights - although these were higher in the sky (definitely NOT fireworks - and most of 
us, believe it or not, were sober !!) I left approx 'A hour later to go home (also in Edenvale) and saw 2 
more lights over the Sandton area and 2 more over my home as I was locking up. 

On both occasions it had rained earlier in the day and it was partly cloudy (not overcast) 

In KZN, we thought they may have been part of an air show but there wasn’t anything advertised - we 
ruled out the possibility of a laser trick due to the visible headlights.

Hi, I live in Wellington South Africa. Last Sunday, on the 29th January 2012, 2 friends and myself came 
driving home from cape town after dropping of one of their girlfriends there. 

We were on a free way when I noticed a very odd and low flying aircraft. At first I didn’t mention any¬ 
thing to them, but as we came nearer I noticed that it stopped moving at that it was hovering above a 
house about a hundred meters to our right.

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Base to fight extra-terrestrial attacks

GOVERNMENT ministers visited RAF Fylingdales on Monday to discuss how the base can be utilised 
to protect the UK from attacks from space. The Rt Hon David Willetts MP, Minister for Universities 
and Science, and Peter LufFMP, Minister for Defence Equipment, Support and Technology, visited the 
base to discuss drafting a National Space Security Policy. The policy will address all aspects of the 
UK’s dependence on space, both military and civil, and during their visit the ministers were shown how 
RAF Fylingdales is primarily used for ballistic missile warnings, but also has a secondary role of 
space surveillance. 

Mr Luff said: “RAF Fylingdales is an important part of the North Yorkshire community and is also a 
vital component of our national security, helping to provide an uninterrupted ballistic missile warning 
and space surveillance service to both the UK and the US. “This visit will be of great assistance to us as 
we work towards a National Space Security Policy, which will consider the challenges and opportunities 
for both civil and military uses of space, an area of growing importance for the UK.” 


Accompanying the ministers were members of the National Space Security Policy Team and of the 
Cabinet office, and they were hosted by station commander Rayna Owens. Wing Commander Owens 
said: “We were honoured to host such an important visit, key to the National Space Security Policy and 
the future.” In addition to briefing on RAF Fylingdales operations, the visitors toured the Solid State 
Phased-Array Radar (SSPAR), the Operations Room ana made the most of the good weather by viewing 
the site from the top of the radar building. 


The RAF base has had a busy week, as it is currently monitoring the flight of a failed Russian probe, 
named Phobos-Grunt, which was intended to explore Mars, but instead failed to escape Earth’s orbit and 
is expected to crash back to Earth on Sunday. The majority of the probe is expected to bum up as it re¬ 
enters the atmosphere, but up to 30 pieces of debris, collectively weighing around 200kg, could land 
anywhere across the British Isles or northern Europe. 


It’s final journey will be tracked from RAF Fylingdales, although they will only be able to predict its 
landing spot with an uncertainty of 4,000km.

Two Witnesses Report UFO over Prince Edward Island, Canada 

Report from Billy Booth 

The following report was made by two professional people who live in Prince Edward Island, Canada . 


I was having a smoke on our back deck, and my wife was with me at between 9:30 and 10:00 PM, on 
Monday the 9th of January 7 . The sky was cloudless and the moon bright, but from above to the west the 
sky was dark and star-filled, as the moon was far east. 


I had my Celestron binoculars out acclimating them as it was very crisp and cold that night, but with no 
wind and no clouds. I could hear transcontinental planes 30 miles away to the south. My wife pointed 
out a bright light almost due west. I trained on this light with binoculars, and could see a craft I just

rotated 360 degrees without an iota of deviation up and down, or side to side. I was zoomed in consid¬ 
erably; lateral movement would have been obvious. 


When it stopped rotating, it pointed our direction a bright light, but not spotlight, just very bright. It be¬ 
came obvious that this was the nose of the craft, as it headed directly to our location and directly above 
us on our back step. The altitude at this time was about 450 to 500 feet. I later confirmed the altitude by 
measuring the focus of my binoculars to a duck blind down my river, and it was approximately 550 to 
600 feet. The duck blind was in focus, and I had not adjusted my scope since the incident. 


As mentioned before, we could hear airliners far south, but barely visible. This object in the 4 minutes

Object Draws Near As it approached I saw a triangular, black craft; kind of like a Stealth bomber. 
wings from nose but straight across tail from wing tip to wing tip (triangular). Its lights were ridicu¬ 
lously bright, but did not seem to emit light (hard to describe) as it was directly above us we could see 
its belly, even my wife with the naked eye. The craft was moving no more than 30 kph, and suddenly we 
both could see (as I had to drop the binoculars because of brightness) the entire craft, except its very tips 
with the lights. Amazingly, it transformed into the whitest and most perfectly spherical ball of white 
light I had ever seen; it was perfectly round and whitish blue, and only the tips of the craft were

noticeable. The bright sphere went out, and the craft flashed three pink lights nose to tail (down the 
center) and then instantly two lights inside the colored lights of the wings, but out from center of the 
rear light that flashed in the 3 sequence. 

Triangle Visits Cornwall Then it carried on to the east and stopping about a half mile from me, as it 
went over the rise to the town of Cornwall. It seemed to consciously skirt the town, just do the circum¬ 
ference and come back. We watched this cycle 3 times, and then it went north and we never saw it 
agam. I would say the total time we observed this extraordinary craft within 1000 feet of us was about 5 
minutes, and beyond 1000 feet about an hour. 

We have video from an iPhone, but wouldn't you know it, it only recorded when the thing was beyond a 
quarter mile, but did record sound and grey screen the entire time it was over us. You can hear us 
discuss its soundlessness, the fact we can hear further objects, but for video only the grey screen. I'd be

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Wiibert Smiths’ Top Secret Canadian UFO Memo Now Public 

Through the diligent research efforts of researcher Nick Balaskas, a draft of 
the original "Project Magnet" Top Secret Memo by Director Wilbert Smith, 

Senior Radio Engineer in the Canadian Department of Transport to his supe¬ 
riors in November 1952. The memo has been recovered from the Archives at 
the University of Ottawa and represents a different World View. 

The memo was the beginning of the Canadian government official program 
(Project Magnet) to investigate flying saucers that Wilbert Smith headed up 
from December 1950 to August 1954. 

Wilbert Smith had Canadian proof in the reality of flying saucers visiting Earth. 

In the memo. Smith outlined five key items about flying saucers that he had discovered while in 
discussions with top U.S. officials working on the flying saucer problem. These were: 

Project Magnet (Top Secret Draft ) 

1. The matter is the most highly classified subject in the United States Government, rating higher 
than even the H-bomb. 



2. Flying saucers exist. 

3. Their modus operandi is unknown but concentrated effort is being made by a small group 
headed by Vannevar Bush. 

4. The entire matter is considered by the United States authorities to be of tremendous 
significance. 

5. The United States authorities are investigating along quite a number of lines, which might 
possibly be related to the saucers such as mental phenomena. 

Purpose 


This project is for the purpose of studying magnetic phenomena, particularly those phenomena resulting 
from unusual boundary conditions in the basic electromagnetic field. There is reason to believe their 
discovery will open up a new and useful technology. 

Organization 

The initial organization shall be as small as practical and composed of personnel who are used to 
working together, including so far as possible a variety of research abilities. Laboratory facilities are to 
be drawn from existing facilities so far as possible. Overall responsibility for the project shall rest with 
the engineer-in-charge, who shall delegate such responsibility to subordinates as maybe required to 
carry out the project. 

Program 

The initial program shall include the following avenues of investigations, to which others may be added 
from time to time as may appear expedient. 

1 . 


2 . 


Theoretical study of electromagnetic radiation assuming boundary conditions different from 
those upon which the conventional theory was developed. 

Laboratory study of mechanical forces associated with electron drift and electric currents in 
metallic masses. 


3. Theoretical and laboratory study of magnetic domain resonance conditions in magnetic 
materials. 


4. Investigation of the propagation of magnetic wave motion in magnetic materials. 

5. Investigate the possibility of producing, an effect, and a "sink" in a magnetic field. 

6. Investigate the possibility of producing, in effect, single isolated magnetic poles. 

7. Investigate the effects of a magnetic field on a rotating curviplaner metallic object. 

Coordination 


Full coordination is to be maintained, within security regulations, with other groups work¬ 
ing on parallel or associated problems. Project reports will be available on a classified basis 
to suitably accredited groups of individuals.

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Pennsylvania UFOs: By Billy Booth 

The following report was made to several UFO reporting sites. I have researched and 
edited the case to present it here. The event occurred in Linesville, Pennsylvania on November 14,2010. 
Pennsylvania is known for a number of UFO cases. The best known is the 1965 Kecksburg Crash, along 
with the Pennsylvania UFO Wave of 2008. and a 2010 Pilot Report of a UFO near a commercial jet. 

There were several witnesses to this sighting, with a man and his girlfriend being the two primaries. 
While visiting a friend's house on a cold Pennsylvania night, the two, along with some friends were out¬ 
side by a backyard fire, enjoying a view of the sky. 

A Strange Feeling: The male witness had a strange feeling; a feeling of being watched. He walked a 
short distance from the fire out beside a deserted road to clear his thoughts. In a few moments, he 
walked back to the fire and brought his girlfriend with him to the road. He wondered if she too, might 
sense what he did. He told her of his feelings, and she agreed with him. She also felt like she was being 
watched. As they gazed into the sky, they noticed a star or planet that seemed very bright. He joked with 
his girlfriend, saying: "Look there they are!" 

The Large Triangle: He then sensed or felt a "flash" behind him. He immediately spun around and 
looked up. He saw an extremely large triangle-shaped object in the sky. He could see stars through the 
transparent object The stars behind it looked squiggly, like seeing fish in an aquarium. As the object 
slowly moved, the stars it uncovered were crystal clear. 

He had only a small interest in UFOs, but he had seen reports of triangle-shaped objects before. What he 
was seeing was totally different than what he previously knew about the triangles. The three points of 
the triangle left a blue-green trail of light behind them. This light illuminated the entire craft. The large 
craft was slowly moving, actually lighting up the sky as it went. It made not a sound as it continued 
across the sky. As he watched the object in awe, suddenly it picked up speed, quickly leaving its image 
behind as the short streaks of blue-green trail lengthened across the night sky. 

He was stunned by what he saw. In only a moment or two, the large UFO had either disappeared or 
stopped so far away it was not visible to the naked eye. Since the triangle was transparent, it could have 
stopped, but would not be visible at a great distance from the witness. 

A Second Object: What he had seen reminded him of a space ship from "Star Trek" when it went into 
warp speed. As he gave up on finding the triangle, he turned his attention back to his girlfriend, who 
was also gazing into the sky. She pointed out the object to him; it appeared to be a star moving rapidly 
across the sky. At first, the object was moving in a straight line, but then it took a semi-circle direction, 
as if avoiding something in its path. The turn that the object made was accomplished at the same speed, 
showing a fluid, quick change of direction. He states that no known plane could have made the ma¬ 
noeuvre. 

Soon, the object faded from view. As it did, he asked his girlfriend if she had seen the triangle. She had 
not, her attention being on the star-like object. He then exclaimed: "No one's going to believe us; that 
was crazy!" The two were so taken with what they had seen, their attention on the sky was heightened. 
They spent the rest of the night watching the sky. They saw 14 different airplanes, but no more UFOs.

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President Eisenhower had three secret meetings with 
aliens, former Pentagon consultant claims.

Former American President Dwight D. Eisenhower had three secret meetings with aliens, a former US 
government consultant has claimed. The 34th President of the United States met the extra terrestrials at a 
remote air base in New Mexico in 1954, according to lecturer and author Timothy Good. 

Eisenhower and other FBI officials are said to have organised the showdown with the space creatures by 
sending out 'telepathic messages'. The two parties finally met up on three separate occasions at the 
Holloman Air Force base and there were 'many witnesses'. But the claims from Mr Good, a former U.S. 
Congress and Pentagon consultant, are the first to be made publicly by a prominent academic. 

Speaking on Frank Skinner's BBC2 current affairs show Opinionated, he said that governments around 
the world have been in regular contact with aliens for many decades. 

Eisenhower, {photo right) who was president from 
1953 to 1961, is known to have had a strong belief in 
life on other planets. 

The former five-star general in the United States 
Army who commanded the Allied Forces in Europe 
during the Second World War, was also keen on 
pushing the U.S. space programme. 

His meeting with the cosmic life forms is said to have 
taken place while officials were told that he was on 
vacation in Palm Springs, California, in February 
1954. 

The initial meeting is supposed to have taken place 
with aliens who were 'Nordic' in appearance, but the 
agreement was eventually 'signed' with a race called 
'Alien Greys'. 

Mr Good added: 'We know that up to 90 per cent of 
all UFO reports can be explained in conventional terms. However, I would say millions of people 
worldwide have actually seen the real thing.' According to classified documents released by the Ministry 
of Defence in 2010, Winston Churchill may have ordered a UFO sighting to be kept secret. 

The UFO was seen over the East Coast of England by an RAF reconnaissance plane returning from a 
mission in France or Germany towards the end of the war.

Air 
Force officials acknowledge the vehicle is performing well one year after it blasted off on an Atlas 5 
rocket..
